Claim 31 includes all of the limitations of original claims 1, 2, 13 and 14. Original claim 
14 was said to contain allowable subject matter. Therefore, claim 31 and new dependent claims 
32-34, which depend on claim 31, should be in condition for allowance. 

Claim 35 includes all of the limitations of original claims I and 19. Original clapn 19 
was said to contain allowable subject matter. Therefore, claim 35 and new dependent claim 36, 
which depends on claim 35, should be in condition for allowance. 

Since the withdrawn claims 6, 11, 15-18 and 20-26 depend on claim 1, which is
